FOOTBALL  HIGHLIGHTS 


The  1955  season  marked  the  return  of  Franklin  as  a  football  power  in  the 
Smoky  Mountain  Conference. 

After  a  dismal  3-6-1  record  in  1953  and  an  even  5-5  mark  in  1954  the 
Panthers  bounced  back  and  rolled  up  7  wins  in  10  games  to  rank  number  10  in 
Western  North  Carolina  according  to  the  final  Asheville  Times'  poll. 

Although  only  2  starters  returned  from  the  1954  squad,  the  Panthers  finished 
with  a  5-2  conference  record  and  were  only  1/2  game  out  of  the  top  spot.  An¬ 
drews  and  Swain  each  ended  with  5-1-1  records  and  Swain  won  a  post-season 
play-off  to  take  the  title. 

Individual  awards  went  to  Morris  Jones,  who  was  elected  by  his  team¬ 
mates  as  the  Outstanding  Player,  and  T  ommy  Corbin,  who  was  on  the 
honorable  mention  list  of  the  All-WNC  high  school  team. 

The  Optimist  Bowl,  an  annual  Thanksgiving  Day  attraction  in  Asheville, 
was  discontinued  due  to  financial  difficulties.
